I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  1971.  For  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  Dr»  C„H«  Imrie  i^as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  I succeeded  him  on  Ist  October. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  preliminary  report  supplied  by  the  Office  of  Population,  Censuses  and 
Surveys  for  the  Census  1971  Gives  the  population  of  Doben  as  will  be 

recalled  that  Dr.  Iriirie  commented  on  the  fall  in  population,  as  estimated  by 
the  Repistrar  General,  in  his  Annual  Report  of  1970,  It  is  nov  evident  that ^ 
the  estimate  instead  of  boins  too  small,  uas  in  fact  in  oxcoso  of  the  true  fiyure. 


T.lien  one  uishes  to  compare  Birth  and  Death  rates  in  the  Deben  Rural  District 
irith  those  of  other  areas  or  with  those  of  the  whole  country  it  is  necessary  to 
make  allowances  for  the  difforinp  age  and  sox  structure  of  the  two  populations. 

In  other  words,  if  the  Doben  R,D,  has  a hishor  weijhtinp  of  older  a^e  proups^ 
than  the  countary  as  a \;hola  an  adjustment  would  have  to  be  made  before  the  Birth 
or  Death  Rato  could  be  accurately  compared  with  that  of  Enpland  and  ..ales. 

The  number  of  Births  per  thousand  of  population  is  kno.;n  as  the  ’Crrado’  Birth 
Rato,  'Hien  this  is  multiplied  by  the  ’Area  Comparability  Factor’  (a  fipnre 
supplied  by  the  Reyistrar  General),  the  ’Standardised'  Birth  Rate  is  obtained, 
and  this  is  the  rate  wliich  is  used  for  comparison  with  the  rates  of  other 
districts  or  of  England  and  ./alos.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  obtained  in 
a similar  way. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  (l4-4)  is  below  the  National  Rato  (l6.0).  It 
has  remained  at  approximately  this  level  for  the  past  five  ycacs, 

I'Tino  babies  -were  stillborn  in  1971  comparod  with  three  in  1970  and  this  has 
caused  the  Still  Birth  Rate  to  rise  from  6,0  (per  1000  live  and  still  births)  to 
18.0, 


There  were  eight  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  1 year.  Five  of  these 
died  in  the  first  week  of  life  from  prematurity,  respiratory  failure  and  heart 
disease  respectively.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  (still  births  and  deaths  of 
infants  under  the  age  of  one  week  por  1000  total  live  c,nd  still  oirths)  was  27 
(rate  for  England  and  .ales  22) . The  majority  of  deaths  in  young  babies  are  the 
result  of  congenital  conditions  such  as  a hole  in  the  heart  or  defects  in  some 
othr-r  vital  organ  in  the  body  so  severe  as  to  make  survival  impossible.  It  is 
realised  in  medical  circles  that  such  congenital  conditions  a 'Iwd  core 
in  the  efforts  to  reduce  the  death  rate  amongst  young  children  and  much  research 
work  is  in  projross  to  try  to  determine  the  various  mechanisms  which  bring 
about  these  conditions,  for  the  death  of  every  young  baby  is  a cragedy  for  the 
.'-arents. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  (deaths  of  infants  under  the  ago  of  1 year  per 
1000  total  live  births)  long  recognised  as  being  a reliable  indicator  of  the 
general  health  of  an  area,  was  16  (Rate  for  England  and  .;ales  18). 
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Tho  Standardised  Death  rate  vxas  9«2  per  1000  x-opulation  -which  compares  very 
favoirrahly  with  tho  ilatioual  Rato  which  was  11 060  51“4fo  of  tho  total  nurfoer  of 

deaths  occurred  in  persons  apod  75  years  and  over.  It  appears  from  these  fipuros 
that  tho  Dehon  Rural  District  is  a very  heo.lthy  place  for  tho  olderly. 

r.'ith  repard  to  the  tahlo  of  causos  of  death  (page  S)  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Pneuaionia  and  Bronchitis,  ho  significant 
chanpe  has  occixrred  in  other  conditions. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 

22  cases  were  notified  during  tho  year.  Tho  infectious  diseases  with  the 
greatest  potential  for  dangerous  consequences  are  food  'poisoning^  dysentery  and 
infective  hepatitis,  Tho  other  corxion  infectious  diseases 5 noasles^  whooping 
cougla  and  scarlet  fever  are  not;  generally  nild  and  many  pa,ront3  therefore  do  not 
feel  tho  need  to  call  in  a medical  practitioner , so  these  diseases  do  not  get 
notified  to  anj’-  great  o:ctont. 

Notification  of  food  poisoningg  dysentery  and  infective  hoxoatitis  is 
generally  prompt,  and  this  is  essential  so  that  tho  necessary  investigations  can 
be  corriod  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  discover  the  cause  and  to 
prevent  a widosxjread  outbreak.  It  is  particularly  iiaportant  that  contacts  and 
sufferers  fron  d^.'sentery  e.nd  food  ijoisoning  should  bo  identified  as  quickly  as 
possible  for  they  can  ce.uso  widcsx)road  dissenination  of  tho  disease  fron  which 
they  are  suffering. 

It  is  not  generally  realised  by  the  Public  that  food  -which  has  been 
contaninated  by  food  'poisoning  gems  does  not  necessarily  look  or  snell  bad.  If 
only  a few  gems  are  present  on  sone  food  they  will  rapidly  increase  in  nuiaber 
if  the  food  is  ko'pt  at  room  temperature,  therefore  food  thof  is  'not  to  be 
cooked  innedia,tely  should  be  'put  straight  awey  in  a refrigerator.  Pood  that  ha.s 
been  cooked  for  future  use  should  be  cooled  as  rapidly  as  xoossiblo  and  then 
refrigerated.  It  is  also  very  important  to  make  s-ure  tha.t  frozen  poultry  is 
completely  thawed  out  before  it  is  cooked.  If  this  is  not  done  the  cooking 
process  will  not  kill  off  any  gen'es  that  nay  lurk  in  the  inside  of  the  bird. 

Simple  measures  like  tho  aloove  if  generally  carried  out  would  greatly  decrease 
the  number  of  causes  of  food  poisoning. 

I should  like  to  conclude  by  omprossing  very  sincerely  my  thanks  to  tho 
Chefrman  and  Iienbors  of  tho  Coiincil,  a,nd  in  particular  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support. 

I should  also  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Council  for  all  their  a,ssistc?.ncG 
and  friendliness  expressed  to  me,  a nowcouer.  This  kas  ma.do  my  w'-ork  run  much 
more  smoothly  and  I greatly  ap'preciate  their  many  kindnesses  and  helxo.

It  lias  been  discovered  that  some  uater,  particularly  that  fron  shallot? 
t/ells  nay  cause  a severe  illness  if  given  to  young  barbies.  This  is  because 
it  co'ntains  nitrates  which  a young  baby  is  unable  to  digest,  and  if  left 
unaltered  in  the  baby's  digestive  systen  will  cause  serious  trouble,  the 
child  beconing  bluco  To  prevent  this  happening  the  water  supply  of  all 
households  in  which  a baby  is  to  bo  born  is  checked.  If  the  house  is  not 
on  nains  water  a sample  of  the  water  supply  is  sent  for  analysis.  If  it 
contains  a high  concentration  of  nitrate  the  prospective  parents  are  advised 
to  use  water  fron  a nains  supply  for  infant  feeding.  18  such  samples  were 
taken  in  1971  and  six  of  these  contained  an  unsafe  aiiount  of  nitrate,
